BOGUS SH EEPSK IN S. 


S everal F ra u d u le n t M edical In stitu tio n s 
in New E n g lan d . 
B oston, September 29;h.—A special from 
Portsmouth, N. II., says a great sensation 
was caused there by the discovery of 
another bogus college of medicine similar 
in management and larger in extent than 
t e Drii:d Ci1 g ‘of Maine, a full expose of 
which was made some years ago. 
This latest chartered institution is the 
Trinity University of Medicine and Sur­ 
gery, having nominal headquarters at Ben­ 
nington, Vt. 
Its methods of business 
briefly told are these: 
Any person desir­ 
ing to buy a diploma covering both medi­ 
cine and surgery has, if possessing the nec­ 
essary money, been given his choice of the 
following institutions, all of which exist 
merely on paper : 
The University of Cin­ 
cinnati, Montreal Medical College, New 
York SUte Medical College, Trenton, N. J., 
Medical College, University of New Hamp­ 
shire, Trinity University of Medicine and 
Surgery. 
The value of the sheepskins representing 
the above institutions has varied from $60 
to $300 each. 
There is no doubt but that hundreds of 
them have been purchased throughout the 
West and South, while New England alone 
has been victimized by scares. 
Dr. Adams, of Manchester, Chairman of 
the State Board of Censors; while pursuing 
an official investigation in the State De­ 
partment, discovered the incorporation of 
the institution, about which he immedi­ 
ately became suspicions. Jt was the Uni­ 
versity of New Hampshire, nominally 
located at Nashua, and officered by Fred G. 
Wheaton, Ph. D., as President, and H. F. 
Bradbury, M. D„ Secretary. In the course 
of his Investigations he discovered that 
these persons were connected with the 
“Trinity 
University 
of 
Bennington,” 
though passing under other names. Brad­ 
bury was also doing an active business in 
Lowell under the name of Dr. Freeland. 
There it was learned a large correspondence 
was received, showing a vast amount of 
mail was sent from and delivered at Ben­ 
nington, Lowell, Nashua and Boston. 
This was probably only a small per cent, 
of the existing evidence relative to the 
great systematic swindling which was be­ 
ing done. 
Bradbury, it was learned, figured as “Dr. 
Ripley,” of 71 Cornhill, Boston, where 
ail the correspondence appertaining to the 
Trinity University was forwarded. 
When Dr. Adams’ agents had completed 
their negotiations with 
Ripley it was 
agreed that a diploma of the‘Trinity Uni­ 
versity should be delivered to them upon 
receipt of a handsome financia! considera­ 
tion. This was done. A newspaper man 
who was working in the- case volunteered 
to pay for the sheepskin. • 
As soon as it was evident that a criminal 
case had been made out, the matter was 
given in charge of the authorities, and 
probable important disclosures will take 
place within a day or two. 


SNELL’S J H R B É R E R . 


T h ree S en satio n al S tories as to th e H eal 
M urderer.*" 
C hicago, September 29th.—Three brand 
new Tascoit stories have made their ap­ 
pearance to-day. 1’hev all purport to solve 
the mystery of millionaire Snell’s murderer 
but agree only in conveying the impression 
that Tascott was not the real criminal. 
The most important of the three narra­ 
tives quotes as authority an alleged well- 
knowu lawyer, whose name is withheld. 
He says he was counseled professionally 
the day after the murder, by one of two 
men who did the killing. His name was 
James Gillan, an ex-couvict, now dead. 
Tascott’s connection with the case is ex­ 
plained in this version by the statement 
that GiUan had hidden the plunder in 
Tascott s room during the iatter’s absence 
from the city. A sensational feature of 
this story is The unqualified statement that 
Gillan, on his death-bed at the county hos­ 
pital, six months ago, made a full confes­ 
sion of the crime to Father J. Sullivan of 
St. Jartlath’s Catholic Church. 
The dramatic alleged details as to Father 
Sullivan’s horror-stricken appearance after 
learning the secret are given, accompanied 
by the descriptions of the holy peace that 
immediately appeared in the' face of the 
dying convict. 
Father Sullivan was seen to-day, and 
emphatically denied the story in toto. 
One of the other two stories had it that 
the millionaire was slain by a pair of 
toughs, who were hired by a mysterious 
third party. 
The third tale is to the effect that they 
were professional burglars, but their iden­ 
tity is not even hinted at, and that they 
kilied Snell as an incident in the course of 
their professional occupation, and have 
since disposed of Tascott, against whom 
suspicion was unjustly directed. 
The trimmings of this article are that 
Tascott was an illegitimate son, and that 
after the tragedy he was hidden for mouths 
in his mother’s house disguised as a serv­ 
ant girl and was taken by her to the Pa­ 
cific coast. The conclusion is in the nature 
of a vague suggestion that he was subse­ 
quently killed by the real criminal in 
Alaska. 
To-night the Gillan story was exploded 
even more thoroughly than it had been bv 
lath er Sullivan. 
The Sergeant at the 
West Lake street police station showed bv 
reference to his records that the man said 
to have confessed to the murder was at the 
time of the crime safe under lock and key 
in a ceil many blocks from the mansion of 
the ill-fated millionaire. 


SW IN D LED H EB R EW S.

running without a license. The manager 
announced this to the audience, which 
vented its indignation in a frightful out­ 
break of yells. Then a rush was made for 
the box office, whieh was locked, to secure 
a return of their monev. The crowd for a 
time threatened to batter down the front of 
the theater, but the police drove them 
away, after “bibbing several. 
The less, of the theater, Mr. Amber" 
was rough.., handled by the crowd, but not 
tuucb hurt.

F ig h t for th e C ap ital—B a rre ls o f Money- 
B eing E xp en d ed . 
W a sh in g to n , September 29th.— From 
telegrams received at the Interior Depart­ 
ment and private letters, it appears that the 
struggle for the location for the capital of 
South Dakota is growing very exciting. 
One of the leading candidates for a Stnte 
office writes that $400,000 will not defray the 
legitimate expenses of tbe four or five 
places working for the prize, while tbe 
amount being expended by railroad, land 
and other corporations and private individ­ 
uals canuot be estimated. Some of the 
cities competing have gone beyond the 
legitimate use of money to secure the cov­ 
eted prize. They are arranging to vote tbe 
Indians on the Sioux Reservation, and 
with that in view are colonizing the red­ 
skins. It is alleged that Pierre is doing this 
thing. 
John Cain has sent a dispatch to the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, in which 
he states that so many Indians are booked 
to voted for Pierre tnat trouble is antici­ 
pated when they go to the polls next Tues­ 
day. 
Iu reply the Commissioner has sent 
the following telegram to all Indian agents 
and points in South Dakota, where it is 
probable Indians will ask to vote: 
"Reports have been received here of the 
apprehension of ttouble at the election on 
next Tuesday for locating the South Da­ 
kota capital, by the Sioux Indians going 
from the reservation to voting places to 
vote. Only such Indians as received al­ 
lotments of land in severalty are citizens. 
^ ou will caution ail others at your agency 
against any violation of the law or breach 
of the peace by attempting to vote, and di­ 
rect them to remain on the reservation on 
election day.” 
In official circles much interest is mani­ 
fested concerning the capital location fight 
in South Dakota, although no preference 
is expressed. Tiiia election simply decides 
the temporary location—the location for 
two years—at the end of which time the 
permanent location will be determined bv 
ballot. The impression prevails here just 
now that Huron or Mitchell will win, 
although Sionx Falls and Pierre have been 
the prime favorites heretofore. Huron ap­ 
pears to have made verv good combina­ 
tions with distant towns.

AN ATROCIOUS M URDER. 
A n A ged S pinster Murdered, Fresuinalilv 
for H e r R uneh.

S an D iego, September 29th.—Word was 
brought to tbe city this afternoon that a 
murder had been committed on the Otay 
mesa, several miles below this city, the vic­ 
tim being a spinster named Mi ss Abbev, 
about sixty yrars of age, who owns a small 
ranch in that locality, wbere she made her 
lonely home. There are two conflicting 
stories of the discovery of the crime, one 
being that a boy named Porter stumbled < n 
the body lying in some brush quite a dis- 
tauce from the house, and the other, and 
apparently more accurate one, that a neigh­ 
bor’s boy who was sent over to Miss Ab­ 
bey’s house to get her to do some work, 
knocked on the door, but got no respor.se, 
and looking iu caw her lying on the floor 
dead, and then went back to Tin Juana and 
informed the officials, and that a party 
went at once to the home and found i.er 
lying ou the floor with a baskel on her anu 
and her skull crushed. 
The woman was a dress maker, ara 
occasionally came to this eitv to give les­ 
sons in cutting and fitting, going back to 
the ranch, which was a Government claim, 
in order to prove up. When in the ci p. a 
’ few days ago she complained that some 
ooe had been robbing her ranch and hnn*«; 
that she had tracked through tbe brash 
some worsted work and a quilt that be­ 
longed to her, and which she suspected a 
certain person of stealing. 
The purp- se 
of her last visit was to catch the thief if 
possible. She was in the habit of accusing 
certain of her neighbors of persecuting her 
in this mnaner in order to force her :o 
abandon her claim, and the officers will 
investigate the matter on this supposition. 
No other cause is known for the crime aud 
no clews were left by the murderers. 


T h e U nited S tates 
Senate 
C om m ittee 
C om ing to C alifornia. 
[S. F. News Letter, September 28th.) 
A very distinguished body of men will 
leave Chicago on October 6tb for California. 
It is the United States Senate Committee to 
whom the Pacific Railway Investigating 
Commission made their report about the 
payment of the debt due the Government 
by the various aided roads. The commit­ 
tee consists of Fry of Maine. Dawes of 
Massachusetts, Davis of Mississippi, His- 
cock of New York, and Hearst of Califor­ 
nia. It will be remembered that tbe Sen­ 
ate Committee made a report regarding 
what should lie done with the Union Pa­ 
cific for the payment of its debt, but de­ 
ferred their opinion as to what action 
should b“ taken with reference to the Cen­ 
tral Pacific. It may al»o be remembered 
that Colonel Raymond appeared before 
that committee in March, 1888, when he 
made a most able argument, and advised 
the committee that before they reported 
they should visit California, so that they 
would be better prepared to say what plan 
should be pursued. In pursuance of this 
suggestion, the committee will visit this 
State. They ate expected here via Ogden, 
and will return by way of the Oregon and 
California and Northern Pacific. I< is not 
known how long they will stay here, but 
probiblylong enough to learn something 
of our State, and get some idea as to the 
difficulties that were encountered in the 
building of the Central Pacific Railroad 
The only member of the committee who 
has a thorough knowledge of California is 
Senator Hearst, and bis position on the 
question whether the railroad should pay, 
what is c’aimed by the Government to be 
due, is well known. Senator Hearst has 
emphatically stated that, in his opinion, not 
a cent of the debt should be paid. He says 
the road was built as a war measure, arid 
tbat if this debt is paid it wilt be paid bv 
tbe people of California and Nevada, as the 
money is not made on through business, 
but on the local business 
If Senator 
Hearst’s ideas were followed, the Govern­ 
ment debt would 1>p wiped ont, and in lieu 
of that the local fares" iu the two States 
should be reduced. He argues that Cali­ 
fornia and Nevada would betaxei, if the 
debt be paid, for the whole of the United 
States. The road, he says, was a war 
measure and benefited the entire country. 
But only in these two States does the rail­ 
road make any money by which the debt 
could be paid, as Cougress, by aiding com­ 
peting roads by larger gi ants than it ever 
gave the Central Pacific, destroyed for the 
latter road its through business. “Wipe 
out the debt and reduce local rates” is 
Senator Hearst’s idea, and Colonel Hav- 
mond thinks tbat Senator Hearst’s posi­ 
tion is the only logical one. Senator Stew­ 
art arrives at the same conclusion, though 
by a different route. 
He thinks that the 
company should be compelled to pay off 
tbe debt gradually, and that money used 
by the Arid Land Committee for the pur­ 
pose of reclaiming our barren wastes.

T h e Utah Commission reports to the 
Federal Government that in its opinion 
Congress should pass laws severely punish­ 
ing women who enter into the polygamous 
relation, as such infliction would lessen their 
zeal. This is gross error. The history of 
all time proves that the most faithful fa­ 
natics of superstition, the most devoted 
and self-sacrificing of religionists are wo­ 
men. If it is true, as the Commission re­ 
cites, many Mormons accept polygamy not 
from choice, but because they are taught, 
and so believe that it is an essential of 
their faith, and we believe it to lie true, 
then the punishment of Mormon women 
for adherence to the tenet of their faith 
would simply strengthen them in it. They 
would bum at the stake before they would 
recant, and suffer in dungeon cells rather 
than disobey the command to be “ sealed ” 
to the brethren of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints. It has been 
our fortune to know many of these peo­ 
ple and to live for a time in their midst, 
aud we do not hesitate to aver that there 
are no devotees on earth more courageous, 
faithful and ready to sutler martyrdom for 
their belief than the sincere Mormon wo­ 
men—the few insincere do not enter into 
the polygamic state, at least very rarely. 
To attach penalties to these misguided 
women and attaint them of crime would 
not serve to check the evil, but rather to 
aggravate it. The penalties against po­ 
lygamous men, however, may well be in­ 
tensified. The Commission is wise in re­ 
commending that the 
immigration of 
Mormon converts be forbidden, on the 
ground that they are taught to live in de­ 
fiance of the laws, [and to hold 
their 
allegiance to be due first to the church, 
and as between it and the State, to hold 
the latter an enemy in case of conflict. 
They therefore may be placed by legisla­ 
tion among “dangerous classes.” The class 
of immigrants that is tanght in advance 
to hate the Government they are about to 
take refuge under, to despise its mandates 
and defy its laws, is the very class of all 
others against which to put up the bars. 


T h e fifty representatives of the crafts 
of America who were sent upon a tour of 
industrial Europe have returned. 
The 
leader of the group, Mr. Thompson, on be­ 
ing interviewed, said: 
“Almost every 
trade was represented in our party, and 
they examined carefully the products and 
machinery of the old country. 
It was 
observed that the machinery was cumber­ 
some, lacking the completeness that is seen 
in our country. 
It was found that the 
wages are on an average 33 per cent, lower 
than in America. 
The printing trades are 
about where they were in this country 
twenty years ago.” 
And another of the 
party, Mr. Thorpe, added that the engi­ 
neers of Europe are not organized, and 
lhat their wages are 50 per cent, lower 
than in America. The full reports of these 
skilled, intelligent mechanics will have a 
powerful influence among American work­ 
ers. They will be given facts and figures 
with which 
to 
confound the socialists 
and paralyze the anarchists. They will 
learn from these reports that what writers 
and statisticians have all along been tell­ 
ing them is strictly true—that nowhere 
else on the globe is the wage-earnerso well 
repaid, so well conditioned, given such 
broad opportunities, or blessed with such 
privileges, rights and sovereign preroga­ 
tives as in this Republic, where the way is 
open and the door unlatched to the energy 
and worthy ambition of all men. 


It is not at all surprising that Russia 
should set about strengthening her navy 
and re-enforcing her military arm. Since 
Germany, Austria and Italy, not to men­ 
tion the Turk, have been augmenting 
their naval and military strength steadily 
for the past three years, Russia simply 
takes ordinary and wise precaution. That 
her entry upon the task indicates war in 
the very near future is not warranted. 
Nevertheless, as it never takes Europe 
more than a week’s time to become belli­ 
gerently involved, the precautions of Rus­ 
sia may lead to offense and war be precipi­ 
tated at scarcely more than a day’s notice. 


A d v ic e s from Samoa state that Malietoa 
has been reinstated as principal chief of 
the group. 
At the time of the perform­ 
ance of this act of justice Germany practi­ 
cally besought his pardon for her disgrace­ 
ful part in his deportation, by notifying 
Tamcsesse that it could no longer give 
6up[>ort to any party in the islands. 
Had 
Germany taken that position at the outset 
all this Samoan difficulty and bad blood 
would have been avoided, and two score 
and more of our brave blue jackets would 
not now be lying in tliedeep waters among 
the coral beds of Apia bay.

THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY AND 
THE 
LATE GRAND JURY. 


H o S u b m its to 
t h e A tto r n e y -G e n e r a l a 


F u ll S t a te m e n t o f t h e F a c ts 


in I s s u e . 


Some months since the Grand Jury of 
Sacramento county filed a report directing 
the District Attorney of this county to 
bring suits against certain officers and 
others to recover moneys alleged by it to 
have been illegally drawn from the county 
treasury. The Grand Jury subsequently 
filed a supplemental report, excepting 
therelrom certain sums drawn by certain 
persons that were included in the first re­ 
p ort In forming its judgment on both 
of the reports the District Attorney was 
not consulted as to whether or not the 
same was correct. No report of the Grand 
Jury has been filed since March 15th of 
this year, and it does not officially appear 
that any further business lias been done. 
The opinion of tbe District Attorney 
being asked by the Grand Jury upon tbe 
matters, he reported that he did not be­ 
lieve the suits could be successfully main­ 
tained by the county to recover back the 
moneys. The Grand Jury sent a commit­ 
tee of its body to the Board of Supervisors 
at its regular session in August, asking the 
Board to appoint special counsel to con­ 
duct the said suits. The District Attor­ 
ney was present and signified his willing­ 
ness to bring a test suit to determine the 
matter, but with this proposition the Grand 
Jury was not content. 
District Attorney Bruner, desiring to re­ 
lieve himself from the responsibility, some 
weeks since submitted to Attorney-General 
Johnson a full report of all the claims for 
moneys alleged to have been illegally paid, 
as appeared from the second report of the 
Grand Jury, and asked his opinion thereon. 
The District Attorney said that he did not 
believe the moneys could be recovered, and 
the Attorney-General then asked him to 
present his reasons for his opinion in full. 
On Saturday last Mr. Bruner filed with 
the Attorney-General the brief which is 
given below. The Attorney-General was 
absent, and will on Monday next depart for 
Washington, D. C., but the Deputy Attor­ 
ney-General informed Mr. Bruner that he 
did not desire to decide so important ques­ 
tions himself, but authorized him so say 
publicly that it was of very doubtful pro­ 
priety, under the law presented, to com­ 
mence the suits. 
The opinion of Mr. Bruner is herewith 
presented in full. It is of much interest 
not only to those persons affected in Sacra­ 
mento county, but to the county officers 
and Boards of Supervisors throughout the 
State: 
STATEMENT OF FACTS. 
T he 
consideration 
o f the county claim s 
against A, L. Frost, Assessor, present for ex­ 
am ination aud solution all of the questions in ­ 
volved in each of the cases against the county 
officers subm itted by m e to you. 
Fir.t—A claim was presented by the Assessor 
to the Board of Supervisors of Sacram ento 
county, under Sections 3655, 3728, 3893 aud 3732 
of the Political Code, aud was by them audited, 
settled and allow ed, and a w arrant draw n on 
th e T reasurer in favor of said Assessor, w hich 
was afterw ards by the T reasurer paid. 
Second—The tam e course was pursued on the 
claim of the Assessor un d er Section- 1897 aud 
1901, Political Code. 
These claim s having been audited, allowed, 
w arrants draw n on the County T reasurer and by 
him paid, can th e county recover back the 
m oneys so paid ?

vs. Kls’ner, 18 Cal.. 149; T ilden vs. Board of 
Supervisors, 41 Cal., 79.) 
In th e last case th e Court say: “The Board, 
in passing on a ciaim . acts judicially. The 
allow ance or rejection of a claim is the deter­ 
m ination or the m atter subm itted to the Board, 
and it occupies the sam e relation to a claim 
th a t a judgm ent does to an action. 
“The judgm ent and discretion of the Board of 
Supervisors in relation to a m atter not illegal, is 
not open to review by the Courts.” 
(Horn- 
blow er vs. Duden, 35 Cal , 669; Colusa coun y 
vs. De Jarnett, 55 Cal., 373.) 
W hen certain facts are presented to a Court 
or a Hoard exercising judicial iunctions, there 
is only one judgm ent or determ ination th a t can 
legally be rendered orm ade: aud if the judgm ent 
or order w hich is rendered or m ade is not 
such 
as th e law 
dem anded, it 
is m erely 
erroneous—assum ing that th e Court or Board 
h ad acquired jurisdiction and had com petent 
authority to lender or m ake the judgm ent or 
order—not because the tacts w eie m isappre­ 
hended, or th e iaw m isunderstood or doubted, 
it cannot be said th at the m atter presented for 
determ ination has not been decided. It will 
not be contended th a t the judgm ent of a Court 
rendered pro forma because of doubts enter­ 
tained as to the law applicable to the case, aud 
in order th a t the case m ay be heard by an ap­ 
pellate Court, is not a judgm ent. In this case 
th e Board doubted w hether the petitioner's 
claim was legally chargeable against the county. 
(Tilden vs. Sacram ento county, 41 Cal., 73.) 
It being conceded th a t the Board in passing 
upon a claim acts judiciallv, can a claim which 
has been so passed upon, allowed and paid, 
although illegal, be recovered by the county? 
"H ereafter, w hen any Board of Supeivisors 
shall, w ithout any authority of law order any 
m oney paid as a salary, fees or any other pur­ 
poses. and such m oney shall have been actually 
paid,” th e D istrict A ttorney of such county is 
hereby em powered to bring suit. (See. 8, County 
Gov. Act.) 
T he above section gives the District Attorney 
pow er to bring suit in the nam e of the couuty 
w ithout an order of the Board of Supervisors. 
I lake it th a t Section 8, County Governm ent 
Act, created no new rights or rem edies. It gives 
the power to th e D istrict A ttorney w hen the 
Board of Supervisors shall w ithout autnority 
ot law order any money paid, etc., w ithout the 
authorization of the Board, to im m ediately be­ 
gin an action against the parties who have re­ 
ceived the money. There is no question but 
th at, before th e passage ol this Act, th e Board 
could order the D istrict Attorney to bring suit 
against parties under sim ilar circum stances. In 
b-nn cases the suit would have to be brought in 
the Dame of the county and th e only difference 
arises in whom the authority lies to order the 
com m encem ent of the action. Tiie Board m ay 
still order the D istrict Attorney to bring suit in 
the cam e o f the county in all cases w here it 
could beiore the passage of Section 8. Countv 
Governm ent Act, but now the D istrict A ttorney 
need not w ait for such authorization. 
In each|ol these cuses we w ill say, for the pur­ 
pose of tnis argum ent th at the officer presented 
to the Board his claim against the county. T hat 
an exam ination was had of said claim . T hat 
it was duly audited, settled, allowed and paid, 
and th at in each instance under a m isappre­ 
hension of the law , although w ith a full know ­ 
ledge of the facts, an illegal charge w as m ade 
against the county. 
The leading c«se upon this subject is Super­ 
visors ot Onondago vs. Briggs, 2 Denio, pg 26 
BroDson. Judge. The Court say: 
“ It is said th a t the taxation is not conclusive 
w hen the officer allows charges which are not 
authorized b y th o fee bill, and the reason as­ 
signed is, th at w hen the officer goes beyond the 
fee bill he has no jurisdiction. If th e argum ent 
be carefully analyzed it w ill, I th in k , be found 
to com e to this : w hen th e officer decides right, 
the decision is conclusive, hut w hen he de­ 
cides wrong, the decision is good lor nothing 
- h e has jurisdiction to 
decide 
right, 
but 
no jurisdiction to decide wroDg. W ith great 
respect I 
m ust be perm itted to say th at 
this reasoning is utterly fallacious. It would 
n o to n ly o v ertu rn th e authority of laxingofficers, 
but it would npset th e jurisdiction o f every 
other 
officer 
and 
co u rt 
in 
ih e 
State 
T he pow er to decide a t all necessarily carries 
w ith it the power to d* eide w rong as w ell as 
right. 
The taxing officers allow ed nothing 
w here there w ere not plausible grounds for 
m aking the allow ance. E ach ol th e accounts 
was 
accom panied 
by 
an 
affidavit, 
the 
prool 
prescribed 
and 
allow ed 
by 
law, 
th at all th e services 
therein 
charged had 
been 
ac’ually perform ed. 
Now, although 
as to som e of the 
charges, there 
can 
be 
no donbt th a t the taxing of the officers was 
wrong, still it was but an error of judgm ent and 
not a defect of jurisdiction. T a iin g officers 
have been appointed 
for th e very purpose 
am ong others of determ ining w hether the 
charges come w ithin the statute allow ing fees. 
T hat is part of th eir jurisdiction. 
To 6ay th at 
they m ay decide the question aud yet th a t the 
determ ination is void w hen thev fall into error 
is a legal absurdity. W hatever m ay have been 
th eir motives, the facts th at th e services were 
actually perform ed, th a t there was a clam e in 
the fee bill under w hich they m ight be allowed 
aud th a t there was no published decision, nor 
even 
dictum 
against 
m aking th e 
allow ­ 
ance are sufficient, and m uch m ore than suf­ 
ficient to show th a t the officers had authoritv to 
determ ine w hether th e chargee should be' al­ 
lowed or not. 
• It it was a m istake of any kind it w as not a 
m istake ol fact, but of law, and it is fully set­ 
tled th a t proof of such a m istake will not enable 
the party lo recover back money w hich he has 
voluntarily paid under a claim of rig h t 
"T he law will never do so absurd a thing as to 
hold th a t m oney w hich has been paid under an 
adjudication th at it is the party's due can he re­ 
covered back. To take m oney in pursuance of 
such an adjudication is neither an illegal nor 
crim inal act. 
A different doctrine would set 
the law in array against itself.” (Supervisors of 
Onondaga vs. Briggs, 2 Denio 26. Also Emelsou 
vs. State, 16 Ind 29 ) 
Chief Justice Field renders the following d e­ 
cision : “The solution of the secoDd question 
depends upon the character of the paym ents— 
w hether they were voluntary or m ade under 
com tiulsion or coercion. 
‘The rule is at this day well settled, that 
m oneys voluntarily paid upon a claim of right 
w ith fall know ledge of all the facts, cannot be 
recovered back, m erely because the party at the 
tim e of paym ent was ignorant of or m istook the 
law as to his liability. 
"T he illegality of the dem and paid constitutes 
of itself no ground for relief. There m ust be 
some com pulsion or coercion attending its asser­ 
tion. w hich controls the conduct of the party 
m aking the paym ent. It is the com pulsion or 
coercion under w ith the party is supposed to 
act w hich gives him a right to relief. If he 
voluntarily pay an ill. gal dem and know ing it 
to he illegal, he is of course entitled to no con­ 
sideration, and if he voluntarily pav such de­ 
m and in ignorance or m isapprehension of the 
law respecting its validity he is in no better po­ 
sition, for it would be against the highest policy to 
perm it transactions to be opened upon grounds 
of this character.” 
Every m an, as said Lord Ellenborough in 
Btlbie vs. Lumley, 2 East, 472, m ust be taken to 
he cognizant of the law: otherw ise there i« no 
saying to w hat extent the excuse of ignorance 
m ight be carried. 
It would be urged iii alm o-t 
every case. (Fullam vs. Down, C is p ., 26- Bris- 
ban vs. Dacres, 2 Taunt., 141) 
Relief against m istakes in law is refused upon 
th e principle. S a id the hnprem e Court ol . ew 
York in Clark vs. D utcher, 9 Cowen. C7t, “ that 
In judgm ent of law there is no mistake, eve’ y 
m an being held, for th e wisest reason, to he 
cognizant of the law ." 
The act, therefore 
against w hich the party seeks relief is his own 
voluntary act aud he m ust abide by i>. In that 
case it was held after an elaborate exam ination 
of the English authorities that where money is 
paid w ith a full knowledge of the facts and cir­ 
cum stances upon w hich it is dem anded, or 
w ith the m eans of such knowledge, it cannot be 
recovered back upon the g-ound th a t the party 
supposed he was bound in iaw to pay it when in 
truth he was not. 
He shad not be perm itted, 
said the Court, to allege his ignorance of the 


I rector. 
The Court 
held 
th a t th e statutes ¡ 
of 1880 and 
18S1 
w ere 
repugnant 
to th e : 
i provisions of the C onstitution npon th e sub­ 
' ject of com pensation, aud th at was m ade the 
principal question to be decided. T he Court 
held th a t there w as no tribunal or Board before 
w hom the claim could be audited, tbe Legis­ 
latu re having tailed to provide such a Board > r 
tribunal; consequently, there having been no 
Board or tribunal beiore whom defendant’s 
claim could be audited, and no one to order tbe 
claim paid, its paym ent was in no sense a vol­ 
untary paym ent, and the Slate was not pre­ 
cluded from recovering the m oney. T he Court 
at the close at th e decision says: “ At all events, 
the receipt of it is not a voluntary paym ent 
w hich precludes the people of th e State from 
recovering it back.” 
Thereby indirectly ad­ 
m itting th at h ad the m onev been paid upon a 
w arrant duly draw n, after the claim h ad been 
duly audited and ordered paid by a proper 
tr.bun&l. lh a t it could not have been recovered 
back. T he Court cites H argan vs. Palm er. 2 
Barn, and Cres., 729, and Clinton vs. SttODg, 9 
John, 369. 
E ach of the two last eases cited and relied 
upon by the Court in People vs. Chapm an 
should * * * w ith the getieral current of 
authorities th a t m oneys voluntarily paid by any­ 
one not under duress or force or through fraud, 
w ith a full know ledge of the tacts, through a 
misapprehension of the law, cannot be recovered 
back. 


JURISDICTION AND TOWERS OF BOARDS 
OF SU­ 
PERVISORS. 
W hen th e Board ot Supervisors of a county 
allows a bill they a ctas a quasi-judicial body 
and th eir allow ance and settlem ent of a claim 
is an adjudication thereof w hich is conclusive. 
(Colusa county vs. De Jarnett, 55 Cal.. 375.) 
It Is not true th a t the Board of Supervisors 
perform s precisely the sam e acts th a t a Court 
would, were th e claim prosecuted before it. 
They m ust h ear testim ony, find the facts, con­ 
strue and apply the law to those facts, in order 
to ascertain and settle the legal rights of the 
parties before them aud pronounce a judgm ent 
lo r or aga'ust one or the other. 
Are these not judicial acts? 
The w ord “Supervisors,” w hen applied to 
county officers, has a legal signification. The 
dutes of the officers are various and m anifold. 
Som etim es judicial, at others legislative and 
executive. 
From the necessity of the case it 
would be impossible to reconcile them to any

In the latter case the Court says: ” 1 think 
th at w here ft m an dem ands m onev of another 
as a m atter of right, and th at other w ith a full 
knowledge of the lacLsnpon w hich the dem and 
is founded has paid a sum , he can never re­ 
cover hack th e sum he has so voluntarily paid. 
It m ay be that upon a further view, he m ay 
form a different opinion of the law, and it m ay 
he his subsequent opinion may be the correct 
one. 
If we w ere to hold otherw ise m any in­ 
conveniences m ay arise: there are m any doubt­ 
fu l qnestionsof law ; when they arise the party 
has an option either to litigate the question or 
to subm it to the dem and and pay th e money. I 
think th a t by subm itting to the dem and he th at 
pays the money gives it to the person to whom 
he pays it and m akes It his own, and closes the 
transaction. (4 0111,425.) 
“ It ls settled law th at one w ho voluntarily 
pays money w ith full knowledge or m eans or 
knowledge of al< the facts w ithout any fraud 
having been practiced ui« ii him cannot recover 
It back by renson of the paym ent having been 
m ade in ignoi«nce of the law .” 
(Gould vs. 
M cFall, 4 Am. Dec., 607, and cases cited.) 
The above is the leading case upon the sub­ 
ject. and was decided January. 1888. After a 
careful and thorough search I have been un­ 
able to find any deci-ion rendered by any Court 
at any tim e which holds contrary to the views 
above expressed. 
T he case of the City and County o f Sacra­ 
m ento vs. Bird, Treasurer, is apparently against 
the above proposition hut a close exam ination 
ot it will show lh at it is not a case in point. 
Th s suit was brought to recover from Bird, the 
County Treasurer, a sum ot m oney in his hands 
w hich the plalutiff claim ed belonged to tbe 
cotiu'y, and w hich th e 
defendant retained 
from the 8-tate T teasurer, from m oney in his 
bauds which had been pard to him from certain 
fee collected by other county officers and w hich 
was to have t-eeu paid by him to th e State 
Treasurer. The defendant was allowed by law 
83,KW as com pensation tor his services, and no 
more. The money w hich he retained from the 
State T reasurer was a percentage of the moneys 
w hich had been paid to him as fees by other 
ttconty officers. 
In this case there was no 
auditing or settlem ent ot any claim or account 
acaiust th e county or State oy any tribunal or 
Board exercising judicial functions or other­ 
wise. 
Consequently there was in no sense a 
voluntary paym ent by the county, aud thus the 
County having taken no action in the m atter, it 
was not precluded from bringing an action to 
enforce paym ent hack to it of the m onevs thus 
illegally retained by said Couuty Treasurer. It 
was a clear retention and absorption of the 
people's money w ithout authority o f law , and 
the money was cleariy recoverable by the 
D r ill n l v 
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charged and re­ 
ceived from tbe State certain m oneys w hich it 
w as claim ed he was not entitled to. The moneys 
received by Chapm an were obtained by him 
nuder th e statutes o f 1880 aDd 1881, w hien al­ 
lowed him 10 cents p -r m ile trave ing expenses 
and *100 per m onth for other expenses incurred 
while engaged In the perform ance o f his official 
duties, 
lie was charged w ith the reeepLou and 
appropriation of the m oneys as com pensation 
to w hich h e claim ed he was entitled to as a Di- 


such 
duties 
as 
may 
be 
enjoined 
upon 
them by law w ithout any nice discrim ination 
into the exact character of powerB conferred. 
(People vs. Supervisors of El Dorado county, 8 
Oal., 62.) The Board of Supervisors is a special 
tribunal, w ith m ixed pow ers— adm inistrative, 
legislative and judicial, Its judgm ents or or­ 
ders cannot bo attacked in a collateral way or 
m ade any m ore th an the judgm ents of Courts 
of record, no m atter w hether it acted upon suf­ 
ficient or insufficient proof, regularly or irregu­ 
larly. (Waugh vs. Chauncey, 12 C a l, 12; Robin­ 
son vs. Board ¡of Supervisors of Sacram ento.) 
The decision of Couuty Commissioners th at a 
claim against a county is valid is conclusive 
against the county. (Cuthbert vs. Lewis, 6 Ala., 
262.) 
Under th e Code, an action cannot be m ain­ 
tained against a parly lo recover a claim which 
has be» n allowed by the CouDty Commissioners. 
M arshall Co. vs. Jackson Co , 36 A la , 636.) 
Supposing th a t Sections 3391 and 1901 of the 
Political Code to have been repealed by im pli­ 
cation by Sections 211 and 231 of th e County 
G overnm ent Act, w ere the Supervisors acting 
w ithin the scope of th eir powers in passing 
npon claim s presented for service rendered 
under said sect ons. there being no decision or 
opinion or dictum deciding them to be invalid 
or repealed ? There is no contention th at the 
services were not perform ed, as required by 
Sections 3655, 37.8, 3732 and 1897 of th e Political 
Code, nor th at the com pensation asked for and 
received by the Assessor w as not a reason­ 
able one, nor th a t th e purpose of th e Board 
was to follow the law in paying his dem and, 
nor th a t the Board was actiDg under duress 
w hen they allow ed the claim s. The contention 
th a t Sections 3893 and 1901 were actually re­ 
pealed is open to m uch question, for, as has 
been suggested, there have been various am end­ 
m ents m ade to both the Political Code and the 
County G overnm ent Act by every Legislature 
since th e passage o f the County Governm ent 
Act in 1883. And in the face of the fact that 
said Sections 3893 and 1901 appear upon the face 
ol the Political Code as the iaw, the Legislature 
has never attem pted to expressly repeal said 
sections, and until these m atters shall have 
been decided by a com petent tribunal w ill re­ 
m ain as the apparent law of the land. I am 
credibly inform ed th at all o f th e Boards of Su­ 
pervisors in this State, w ithout exception, have 
been allow ing claim s against th e various coun­ 
ties sim ilar to th e one here under discussion. 
So th at th e Supervisors of Sacram ento were only 
carrying out w hat they had every reason to be- 
lleve w as th eir plain and sworn dutv, in allow ­ 
ing these claim s under w hat appeared to be to 
them the law. In M iller vs. D unn. 72 Cal., 468, 
the Court says : “The phrase ‘w ithout express 
authority of law ’ w asusea iu view of the judi 
cial aud legislative history of the State, and yet 
it is by no m eans clear th at it was intended to 
prevent the paym ent of a just claim , expressly 
authorized by an Act in due form duly pas-ed 
and approved, and w ithin the scope of law fui 
legislation, sim ply because after the work was 
done the Court m ay upon great deliberation and 
searching investigation declare the Act for some 
rea-on, such as defect in title, a w rongtul de e- 
gation of power and unconstitutional. 
A fter a thorough investigation of these ques­ 
tions I feel constrained to say th a t if the Board 
of Supervisors had re u se d paym ent in each of 
these cases th at it could not have been en­ 
forced against them by a suit brought against 
the county. And even if the Board had al­ 
lowed th e claim s at any tim e before th eir pay­ 
m ent, notw ithstanding th e 
allow ance, 
the 
county by injunction or otherw ise m ight have 
defended 
and 
restrained 
paym ent thereof. 
(Sec. 534, Dillon on Mun. Cor.) 
In conclusion I w ill say I believe th a t if 
tbe officers had asked for extra deputies to per­ 
form th e service required of them , th a t the 
Board would have replied that they being 
allow ed com pensation by Sections 3893 and 
1901 of th e 
Pol. Code, they could not be 
allowed ex tra deputies, at th a t tim e there 
being no reason to believe th at said se c tio n 
had been repealed. On the other hand, if the 
Board had believed th a t Sections 
3693 and 
1901 were repealed they undoubtedly would 
have allowed the officers ex tra deputies and 
paid them to have perform ed such latior under 
Section 21! of the County G overnm ent Act 
I have. I believe, fully stated the law bearing 
upon the cases subm itted t > you. aud it is but 
proper ior m e to say in conclusion th at in my 
judgm ent the county cannot successful }- m ain­ 
tain the suits referred to.

“THB TEMPEST STILLED.” 


The New Pastor of the Central Metho­ 
dist Episcopal Church. 
, 
Services of welcome to Rev. C. H. Beech- 
good, the new pa3tor of the Central Meth­ 
odist Episcopal Church, on Eleventh street, 
were held yesterday. There was a large 
attendance. 
The reverend gentleman is a native of 
Indiana. During the past three years he 
filled the pulpit of the M. E. Church in 
Oroville. He is a very eloquent speaker, 
sound and logical, and a gentleman no 
doubt who will give satisfaction to the 
members of the church. 
He took his text from Mark iv., 31— 
“And he arose and reouked the wind, and 
said unto the sea, peace be still, and the 
wind ceased, and there was a great calm. ' 
“Only those who have witnessed the dis­ 
play of the sovereign power of the ocean,” 
said the speaker, “can know of the might 
of its scepter. Standing upon the shore you 
see only His gentler mandates obeyed; only 
the brushing of the fringe of his robe of 
resistless royalty. Tbe sands have grown 
gray and tbe rock wrinkled through their 
resistance; and yet each swe.l of the ocean 
is as mighty and vigorous as the day when 
God set bounds to the sea. The tide comes 
in and tbe tide goes out, obeying not even 
the commands of a Canute. You watch 
the swe;ls coming in from afar, sweeping 
to th? grand march. You watch the break- 
trs piling high the white foam ; you watch 
the surf iu its resistless advance and re­ 
treat, and the thought of the might and 
power and grandeur and sublimity of the 
great ocean overwhelms you. How small 
we seem, how weak, how insignificant 
do we 
appear, even when we 
stand 
upon the shore and look out upon the 
great waters; but only those who have 
ridden upon the back of tbe monster, 
when he is lashed into foaming fury by the 
whip of the tempest, can know the awful­ 
ness and terror of his anger. Pile upon 
pile 
stand 
the 
waste of waters like 
great mountains snow-capped. The vessel 
upon which you have risked your life, that 
seemed so huge and strong while in the 
hatbor. dwindles into a mere toy. and is 
li'ted like a feather to the summit of an 
Everest as by a Hercules, and then dropped 
down into the deepest canyon, only to be 
lilted up again and hurled "down the preci­ 
pice into the seething chasm. Then it is 
we feel our helplessness; then it is we real­ 
ize the power of the ocean, and are com­ 
pelled to acknowledge that He who would 
by word calm the tempest could be none 
other than God. There are billows of sor­ 
row, and breakers of temptation, and whirl­ 
winds of disaster, and mountains of perse­ 
cution, and waves of misfortune. There 
are storms in childhood; there are storms 
in youth; there are storms in middle life, 
and there are storms in old age. Life’s 
ocean is not pacific—it is stormy. 
We 
have found it so, and have all foun'd times 
whtn it seemed that our frail bark would 
go to pieces upon the sharp rocks. Who is 
guiding your vessel on this voyage ? Is he 
a trustworthy and experienced pilot? Jesus 
Christ is the only true and safe pilot lhat 
ever stood at the helm of an eternity-bound 
bark. He knows every sandbar of tempta­ 
tion that might strand your vessel. He 
knows every undertow of the human heart. 
The winds and waves obey His will; and 
when the storm rages fiercely and yawning 
chasms seem ready to engulf us, "He will 
arise and rebuke the wind, and say to the 
sea, “Peace be still,” and there will be a 
great calm. There is no artificial calm for 
the soul. There is but one calm, and that 
is God's calm. He says to the sea be still, 
and there is a great calm; and He will 
guide the storm-tossed bark into the har­ 
bor. where there is no pain, nor sickness, 
nor death; neither sorrow nor crying, and 
God shall wipe all tears from your eyes. 
“ Ttie service which we are called upon 
to render to God is a service, the benefits of 
which all accrue to the one who serves. It 
pays an hundredfold in this life, and in 
the world to come life everlasting. We 
must not permit anything to come be­ 
tween us and God. We are told that even 
the great plaDets. as they sweep onward in 
their pathway of light, thrill with a dis­ 
turbed tremor if any foreign object crowds 
their orbit; and in like manner, if anything 
comes between the heart and Christ, there 
is certain to be a aisturbance of the calm of 
the resting soul. The storm is on the sea; 
but, if you are a Christian, the Master is 
on board. Go to Him and He will arise 
and say to the sea, “Peace be still," and 
the wind will cease and there will be a 
great calm. 
“ When the Romans, by conqest, might 
have given laws to the Grecians at Corinth 
in the solemn times of the Isthmian games, 
their General, by a herald, unexpectedly 
proclaimed freedom to all the cities of 
Greece. At first the Grecians could not 
believe that good news was true; hut when 
it was proclaimed a second time, they gave 
a mighty shout of joy. 
How "much 
greater should be our joy over the peace 
that God offers to us—the proclamation of 
the peace of conscience; that peace which 
is not of our bodies, but of our souls—not 
of an earthly, but of our heavenly estate; a 
peace begun here and that shall endure 
forever; such a peace that shall make God 
at peace with us, and make us at concord 
with all the world.

SHOT IN THE DARK. 


AN UNKNO W N BURGLA R’S H EAD FIL L E D 


W IT H BUCKSHOT. 


E d w in K a iser W as W a itin g for H im a t 


th e C ap ital C annery, an d 
K ille d H im . 


For the past two or three weeks burg­ 
lars have been making periodical raids on 
the establishment of the Capital Packing 
Company, located at the corner of Eleventh 
and B streets. Much annoyance was ex­ 
perienced, and thongb a sharp watch was 
kept for the depredators, they could not be 
canght. 
Edwin Kaiser, formerly watchman, but 
at present the engineer of the cannery, oc­ 
cupies apartments in the rear of the estab­ 
lishment with his family, and he, too, had 
suffered much from these noctnrnal prowl­ 
ers. About three weeks ago his dwelling 
was entered, and a quantity of clothing, 
fruit and other articles were stolen. Again 
his apartments were entered on last Thurs­ 
day night, and another installment of 
household wares disappeared. 
Kaiser became exasperated, and com­ 
plained at the police station. 
Officers patroled the neighborhood all of 
Friday night, but there were no develop­ 
ments. But Kaiser was not satisfied with 
their efforts, and kept watch himself. Sat­ 
urday evening he stationed himself in a 
shed just back ot his dwelling, and through 
which the bnrglars invariably effected an 
entrance. He continued his vigil until a 
late hour, and no one appeared to disturb 
him. Nothing daunted, he resumed his 
watch again last night, and satin a secluded 
corner, armed with a double-barreled shot­ 
gun. 
He was getting sleepy and was just about 
to give up and go to bed, when shortly be­ 
fore 11 o’clock he heard the sound of 
stealthy footsteps in the alley just outside 
the shed. 
Kaiser held his breath and waited. 
Presently a board was noiseless removed 
from the side of the shed, and Kaiser ob­ 
served in the shadow the outlines of two 
men. They held a whispered conversation 
for a moment and then entered. 
Kaiser crouched lower and strained his 
eyes to follow their movements. 
They approached a little cupboard which 
occupies one corner of the shed, and which 
contained several dozen jars of fruit, and 
began ransacking it. Kaiser was satisfied 
that they were not there for any good, and 
that they were the individuals who had 
paid him the previous midnight visits. 
“Throw up your hands !” suddenly ex­ 
claimed Kaiser, and he brought the shot­ 
gun to bear upon the burglars. 
For a second neither man spoke nor 
stirred. Then recovering from tbeir sur­ 
prise they both made a bolt for the small 
opening through which they had entered. 
One of them managed to get through, and 
Kaiser commanded them to halt. They 
paid no attention to him, however, and the 
second man was just squeezing through the 
opening when Kaiser fired. 
The full charge ot buckshot entered the 
right side of the burglar’s head after tear­ 
ing a large hole in the side of the shed. 
The burglar ran about sixty feet up the 
alley before he fell. 
The report of the shotgun attracted the 
attention of the watchman of the cannery 
and other persons, and 
they quickly 
gathered in front of Kaiser’s place. Kaiser 
told then what he had done, and said he 
thought he had shot somebody. A lantern 
was procured and a search of the alley was 
rewarded by a ghastly sight. The burglar 
lay in the dust, face down, and was a mass 
of blood. The whole side of his head ap­ 
peared to have been blown open. He was 
dead when they examined him, and prob­ 
ably had been for several minutes. 
The Coroner was telephoned for, as was 
also the police. Officer Matt. Coffey first 
arrived on the scene and made an investi­ 
gation, and later on Captain Karcher and 
others arrived. The latter -placed Kaiser 
under arrest. 
Deputy Coroner George H. Clark took 
charge of the remains and conveyed them 
to the Morgue. 
At an early hour this morning the re­ 
mains of the dead burglar had not been 
recognized, 
although 
several 
persons 
thought he was a tramp who had been 
hanging arcnud low saloons for a cou; le of 
months past. The body is that of a young 
man, probably not more than 23 years of 
age. He was heavily built, smooth face 
and roughly clad. 
Kaiser, when seen at the police station, 
appeared to be very much excited over 
the tragic affair. 
He said he did not 
mean 
to 
kill 
anybody, 
but 
when 
he fired he did not think the bullets 
had struck anybody, as he had fired di­ 
rectly at the wall of the shed. He had no 
idea that the bullets would go through the 
wall. He intended more to frighten the 
men than anything else. He was sorry 
he had taken a human life. Kaiser added 
that he had no doubt that the dead man 
was one of the parties who bad entered 
the place before, as fie recognized one of 
his own shirts upon the body after the 
shooting. 
An inquest will be held this evening.

"B oulanger A d m its T h at I t ig l ’laccd on 
a Solid F ooting. 
P aris, September 29.h.—The decision 
which has been reached not to fix the date 
for the meeting of the new Chamber of 
Deputies until after the second ballots have 
been held a week from to-morrow, has left 
unaltered the resolution of the Ministers to 
hold a special session cf Parliam ent before 
the close of the year. T he m ain object of 
this session will be to verify the electoral 
ie 'n w i and give the electoral members an 
official confirmation of their seats. A nother 
object in view is to obtain the consent of 
the Deputies to several credits which the 
G overnm ent wishes to secure at as early a 
date as possible. 
Reports received 
here of interviews 
w ith Bo danger in London state that he 
frankly admits that the second baliotiDgs, 
however favorable they may possibly be 
to the opposition coalition, cannot alter 
the fact ot his defeat at the poÜ3. H e in ­ 
dulges in an im potent expression of his 
rage at the results of his canvass, and says 
that the power of the Government is now 
know n to have practically no limits. H e 
asserts that the Republicans will now 
enact a serious of arbitrary measures and 
will increase the list of proscribed men of 
the Boulangist party. The Cabinet will 
■continue to enlarge the budget and to an­ 
nounce deficits in it, and will burden the 
people of France with taxation. The na­ 
tional misery will grow under this govern­ 
m ent, and will be enhanced by inherent 
divisions oí the Government majority into 
groups of opportunists, radicals, left center, 
workingm en's party, etc. 
This, he alleges, will cause a violent rup­ 
ture and gieat suffering throughout the 
country. The nation wiii then rise and 
squelch the wretches. A brief season of 
political and social chaos will then ensue, 
and then will come the era of Boulanger. 
I need scarcely tell you that these rav­ 
ines of the shallow tool of the mischief- 
m akers excite only smiles of amusement 
am ong sensible people here, and are likely 
to disgust even tfiose who voted with the 
Boulangist faction. 
It is reported that the Governorship of 
Indo-China has been offered by the Gov­ 
ernm ent to Jules Ferry. 
This is a sure 
indication of the desire of the Republicans 
to get rid of the disturbing influence of 
the leader of the Opportunists in the 
Chamber of Deputies, but it is doubted if 
Ferry would accept. The offer sounds like 
sarcasm, considering the Tonquin affair, 
and the caricaturists are pretty sure to make 
use of it and to utilize Ferry’s famous nose 
once more. 


D E A T H 
O F A G E N E R A L . 


_A {S k e tc h o f th e L ife a n d E x p lo its o f a 
F r e n c h S o ld ie r . 
P aris, September 29th.—General Louis 
Leon Cicsar Faidherbe is dead. H e was 
born at Lille in 1818, and educated at the 
polytechnic schools of Paris and Metz. He 
began his m ilitary career in Algeria in 1815 
and in 181S he went to Gaudaloupe. 
In 
1850 he returned to Algeria, where he con­ 
structed the advanced fort of Bou-Saada, 
and took part in the campaign against the 
Kobyles under General St. A rnaud in 1851, 
and in the highlands under General Bos­ 
quet in 1852. He received for his services 
in this disaster the Cross of the Legion of 
H onor. 
H e was subsequently sent to 
Senegal and intrusted with the supreme 
government of the French possessions. H e 
recaptured from the Moors the left bank of 
the river Trarza, annexed the coasts of 
Baol, Sine, Saloum and Casamanza. 
The chief m ilitary exploit of General 
Faidherbe was the one against Ei H adji 
Omar, which he successfully carried on. 
H e quitted Senegal, but afiairs got into 
such a bad state that he was returned with 
the rank of Brigader-Geueral. 
H e was 
afterwards appointed to the chief command 
of the subdivision of Bone in Algeria. H e 
was conspicuous in the war with Germany. 
In 1870 he was nom inated to the chief com­ 
m and of the A rm y of the North. H e was 
elected a Deputy in 1871, but resigned be­ 
cause be did not approve of the disbanding 
of the National Guard. Afterwards he was 
sent on a scientific mission to Upper Egypt 
and elected Seuator in 1879. H e was the 
author of several works treating of the 
races among whom he had been thrown 
and their relation with other countries, 
and had been a constant w iiter to periodi­ 
cals.

Received E nthusiahtically. 
B elgrade, Septem ber 29th.—Ex Queen 
Natalie arrived to-day. H er presence was 
totally ignored by the G overnm ent offi­ 
cials, but she was received most enthusias­ 
tically by the crowds that thronged the 
streets through which she passed. 
The reception was spontaneous and the 
■enthusiasm of the people was indescrio- 
abie. It is estim ated there were 50,000 
persons in the streets. Afier the brilliant 
trium phant progress to her residence the 
ex-Queen was obliged to appear on the bat 
cony to respond to the m ultitude. 
This evening the city was illum inated 
and throngs of citizens are in the streets 
singing the national hym n. The Russian 
M inister and all attaches of the Russian 
Em bassy visited the ex-Queen, rem aining 
for half an hour.

The agency will furnish, free of 
charge, all the information at its com m and 
regarding G overnm ent lands, and will en­ 
deavor to settle them up. Every part of 
the State will be considered, end settlers 
suited to each section will be sought. 
B ernhard Marks, the general agent of the 
agency, will go East at once and proceed to 
learn in the most practical m anner the 
best methods to reach the thousands of 
people who have been interested in the 
Pacific Coast and are yet undecided as to 
where they will locale. 
In Bpeaking of the purposes of the 
agency Mr. Fergusson said yesterday: “W e 
all know that Oregon and W ashington 
Territory have been trading on our popular 
climate and at the same tim e profiting by 
the cry of cheap lands in those districts as 
compared with the so-called high-priced 
land of our State. The idea is prevalent in 
the East that no good land can be had in 
California w ithout paying therefor a fabu­ 
lous price, when in fact California land, 
considered from any standpoint of fair com­ 
parison is infinitely cheaper than land in 
O /egonor W ashington, and cheaper than in 
the older settled portions ot the great Mis­ 
sissippi valley or the Middle and Eastern 
States. They are cheaper than in any 
place else in the United States, considered 
independently of climate, cheaper than 
any place else in the United States for 
growing wheat, barley, rye, root crope, 
vegetables, and for all kinds of general 
farming, and finally, cheaper than any 
place else in the United States, acre for 
acre, considered alone on producing capac­ 
ity. W hen considered from the rea! stand­ 
point of true value, including climate, pro­ 
ducing capacity, availability and the very 
m any other adjuncts which cannot be 
truthfully claimed by any other country ia 
the world, California lands are cheaper by 
a hundred-fold than ara the lands of any 
other State or Territory in the Union.

The real estate men of San Francisco are 
quick to see w hat w ill be to their benefit, 
and in this case cannot help seeing at once 
that if we succeed in heading a large num ­ 
ber of people in this direction they are 
bound to be benefited in a greater or less 
degree. 
“ The agency will at once send m en to 
Denmark, Sweden aud Norway, aiso to 
London and Liverpool, and only the best 
classes from our own and the foreign coun­ 
tries will be booked. 
We w ant men of 
some capital, a great deal of energy and 
common sense, and, in short, parties who 
have in them the m aking of first-class, 
small-scale farmers. If we can bring a few 
thousand such settlers to this country who 
will become home-makers, and thereby 
add to our materia! wealth and producing 
capacity, we will be satisfied.”

develops a champagne cellar sounds like a 
battle. 
The bottles explode with trem end­ 
ous force, and are dangerous. 
Over twenty 
per cent, of the bottles break. 
T hat is 
one reason why champagne is so high- 
priced. 
Bottled cider will champagnize if 
raisins are put in it. 
Some years ago I 
put up a barrel of cider for the W hite 
House. 
T he steward insisted cn putting 
a whole raisin in each bottle. 
I told him 
a quarter of a raisin to a bottle was quite 
sufficient, but he had his own way. 
The 
result was he didn't have a bottle. 
Every 
bottle exploded from 
the pressure.”—

A discussion on the Kelsey plum en­ 
sued, the general tenor of the rem arks be­ 
ing that it was one of the most profitable 
fruits that could be grown in this State. 
Robert W illiamson of Sacram ento said the 
Kelsey plum tree was the only Japanese 
variety that he would recom mend. The 
only way in w hich to obtain a large tree 
was to graft on six-year-old apricots, if it 
is grafted on nursery stock the tree will 
never grow large. The plum is a late one. 
and the best shipping plum grown in this 
State. 
The subject of discussion for the after­ 
noon was then taken up, but Robert W ill­ 
iamson of Sacram ento was the only one 
who spoke upon it. The subject w as: 
“ W hat Fruits aud W hat Varieties are the 
Best to P lant this W inter.” 
In introduc­ 
ing the subject Mr. W illiamson said that 
one fruit was alm ost entirely overlooked 
in California, and that was the apple. 
Early apples could be grown a t a good 
profit in the Sacram ento valley, and he in ­ 
stanced the fact that this fruit sold in the 
San Francisco m arket this year for $1 to $ l 50 
per box, while in Denver as high as $3 per 
box was paid for them . Even at this price 
the fruit was not easily obtainable, and the 
supply is growing scarcer 
every year. 
W inter apples would do well in the Sierra 
and the Santa Cruz m ountains, in the bay 
counties and along the north Pacific coast. 
There was no necessity for sending to Ore­ 
gon for this fruit when ju st as fine speci­ 
mens could be grown in this State. 
Fruit 
growers were content to say that apples 
could not be raised here and then let the 
m atter rest w ithout trying. On account of 
the codlin m oth the early apples m ight be 
the more profitable, as the pests did not at­ 
tack these trees as much as they did those 
of later growth. 
Peaches, also, would be a good fruit to 
plant this winter. The tree is a compara­ 
tively short lived one, and those planted 
early in the history of the State are now 
dying out. The tree is a profitable one, 
and there is never an overplus of the fruit. 
Of the early varieties he preferred the Tus­ 
can Cling and the E in y Crawford. 
Apricots are and always will be a profit­ 
able crop. 
Prunes do well over a large area of the 
State and th«re is always a dem and for 
them . 
W herever they grow to advan­ 
tage orchardists cannot do better than 
plant them . H e believed the Silver prune 
to be a better article than the French 
prune, and was of the opinion that from 
this tiroe on, more of them would be 
planted than of the latter variety. 
Almonds pay well in some sections of 
the State, but he wonld not recommend 
their planting in Southern California. 
For 
some reason they did not do well there, 
t 
nd m any orchardists were grubbing op 
heir trees. The best growing and most 
prolific variety of this nut tree which 
he bad yet met he called 
the Texa3 
Prolific. 
H e 
had 
found 
them 
near 
Dallas, Texas, where they had been raised 
from seedlings. Some few have been in ­ 
troduced into thi3 State, but they are not 
yet old enough to bear, and it m ight be 
that the change would not be a beneficial 
one for them . H e did not know, however, 
that such would be the case, and hardlv 
thought it would. 
The tree, par excellence, however, be 
believed to be the fig, and he believed this 
industry would be the largest in California. 
H e was in expectation ot seeing the tim e 
when California figs, raisins and prunes 
would drive the im ported articles from the 
markets of the United States. The W hite 
Adriatic and the Verdona were both good 
figs, the latter, if anything, being the bet­ 
ter. Externally they look alike, but while, 
the W hite A driatic has a red inside, the 
other has a white m eat. 
The San I’edro, 
known as the W hite Sm yrna, is the largest 
fig grown in the S ate. ’ W hen artificially 
dried, it is one of the finest looking of the 
export figs, but it cannot be dried in the 
sun. The common purple fig of California 
is a strong grower and an im m ense pro­ 
ducer, and even at three cents per pound 
for 
the 
dried , article 
is 
a 
most
